GexeRaL ORDER —The Gencral commanding 
having become satisfied that parties engaged in 
the cotten trafic have wantonly violated the rales 
and regulations which should govern p> rsons en- 
gered im thet business, aad also that a score of 
persens without a shadow of anthority, are largely 
engaged in the parchase and sale of coiion, deems 
it bis duty to piace the following restrictions upon 
all parties dealing in cotten within the Limite of 
the military district : 

1. Nove but regularly authorised parties will be 
permitted to buy cetten within the limite of this 
district, and im order that their authority may be 
known, it will be necessary for them to have their 
permits approved at these beadgaarters., 

2. All regularly authorized cotton merchants 
who employ agents to go into the couatry for the 
purchase of cotton, must employ men of unques- 
Monable loyalty, and satisfactory proof to that ef. 
fect mast be submitted to the Prevost Marchal 
Genera!, who will record the name of each agent, 
and aleo that of each teamster under his charge, 
whoee loyalty must aleo be sati«factorily provea, 
and none others will be permitted to pass the lines 
uader any considerations. «> 

3. It will be considered a vieiation of these or- 
dere for agents to employ agents 

Parties shipping cotton from this district 
before getting their permits to ship, must submit 
patifactory evidence tothe Provost Marshal of the 
Cirtrict, that each bale was bougist of a loyal maa 
and that United States currency was the ouly kind 
of money used in the purchase of the same. 

5. All persons in the service or employ of the 
government are strictly forbidden dealing tn cot- 
ton, 

6, Any violation of these erders will be pun-
